Ordinance No. 10-0101, Enacting and Adopting a Supplement to the Code of Ordinances of 
the City of Wilder Kentucky.

Attorney Verst presented Resolution No. 10-0201: Approving and Authorizing an assistance 
agreement between the City of Wilder, Kentucky and the Kentucky Infrastructure 
Authority to provide up to $114,302.46 loan funds for Wastewater System Improvements 
and to Authorize the Mayor and city Clerk to sign the documents.   
 
Councilman Martin questioned if this was the ARRA Funds and Mr. Vance advised that they

Resolution No. 10-0201: Approving and Authorizing an assistance agreement between the 
City of Wilder, Kentucky and the Kentucky Infrastructure Authority to provide up to

and city Clerk to sign the documents.  Mayor Pro-Tem Blankenship called for a vote.
